Evaluation.” From this book, the unusual photographs 
on these pages of yoga exercises have been taken. 

‘The word yoga means “to yoke,” which refers to the 
attempt of the yogin, practitioner of yoga, to join 
himself with a higher world-soul. ‘To reach this exalted 
state, the yogin must control body and mind so com- 
pletely that he can become entirely unaware of them 
and, therefore, detached from his own personality. He 
will then be free to be influenced by the world-soul. 
‘There are eight stages in the training of a yogin. The 
third and fourth, here shown, are concerned with 
posture and breathing. 

The yogin does his exercises on an empty stomach, 
at dawn and at sunset. So complete is the muscular 
control he achieves that he can regulate even such 
involuntary muscles as those of the large intestine.

A COMMANDER IN CHIEF AT A ROLL-TOP DESK MAKES MIMIC WAR 


t the far end of the room above is Admiral Arthur Japy Hepburn, Commander 
in Chief of the U. S. Fleet (called the CINCUS). The Navy is a big bus 
and Admiral Hepburn, like any old-fashioned executive, runs the operations end 
of it from a roll-top desk. The room which you see above is his private office on 
the flagship Pennsylvania and the gathering is about as close as th ever 
gets in time of peace to a Council of War. At the extreme right is Rear Admiral 
Clarence Kempff. ‘The other gentlemen are visiting captains of the fleet and the 
ranking officers of the Pennsylvania, 
ce 1922 most of the U. S. Fleet has been stationed regularly in the Pacific, 
its main base at San Pedro, Calif. In winter the fleet tends to stay close 
to-its base and San Pedro’s sweeping harbor is at times filled with some $1,500,- 
000,000 worth of fighting ships. ‘The past five months for the Navy have been

‘The present CINCUS is the opposite extreme from 
the picturesque Admirals who used to stand on 
quarter-decks dodging cannon balls and coining im- 
mortal epigrams. He is nevertheless an able and 
conscientious officer, highly respected in the service. 
As Commander in Chief he receives a total emolu- 
ment of $11,379, plus spacious quarters, an airplane, 
a valet, a steward and innumerable orderlies, The 
greatest perquisite of his office is the flagship 
Pennsylwania, which serves as the “private yacht” 
of the Commander in Chief.

AMERICA’S OLDEST ART ACADEMY HOLDS 
ITS ANNUAL SCULPTURE SPEED TEST 


ighteen serious students and a shapely model were shut up in a big studio 
in Philadelphia when the Pennsylvania Academy of Fine Arts, oldest (131 years) 
art school in America, held its annual contest of sculpting skill and speed. This 
was the competition for its coveted Stewardson Prize. To win a Stewardson, 
the student has to complete I statue within 18 hours, turn out better 
work than his competitors. Ordinarily, a student takes a month to finish such 
a work. First morning, the 18 competing students began by setting up thei 
weird, wired armatures. From then on they worked furiously six hours each 
day, with five minutes rest every half-hour and an hour for lunch. They could 
e each other. Only non-students in the room were the Acad- 
emy's handy man and LIFE’s photographer for whom the Academy broke its 
ear rule against admitting strangers.

al twilight. “The Widow of Windsor,” however, is 
England's name for a queen who had no king for a 
husband-the late Queen Victoria who wore the crown. 
When her Prince Consort died, Victoria emphatically 
ruled on as the morose and formidable “Widow of 
Windsor.” It was she who picked the sturdy girl on 
the opposite page for her grandson, the Duke of 
Clarence, heir presumptive to the throne. And it was 
she, when the Duke died unmarried, who persuaded 
Mary, Princess of Teck, to transfer her affections to 
the Duke of Clarence's younger brother, George. 
George and Mary presently became King and Queen 
and bred five sons and a daughter, apparently secur 
ing the throne of England forever to their line. 

When, during King George V's Silver Jubilee in 
1935, the British Empire testified to its respect and 
affection for its royal family, Mary had reason to 
feel that she had earned her share of that applause. 
A supremely stable, scrupulous and able woman, she 
had helped George V through some of England’s 
darkest crises. When George died last year, Mary 
had reason to feel that her work was over. Her 
eldest son, as was right, was England’s King Edward

She is 
supposed to have pleaded with Edward VIII not. to 
abdicate under any conditions, to have asked the 
Duke of York to refuse the crown. But Edward 
abdicated and the Duke of York became George VI. 
From the twilight of royal widowhood Queen Mother 
Mary suddenly became the one English royalty that 
the English people were perfectly sure of. ‘Though 
her blood was German, she was the first English-born 
Queen Consort in more than three centuries. In 26 
years of queenhood, she had never done an un- 
queenly thing. On March 18 the British Govern- 
ment announced that, in violation of all precedent, 
the Queen Mother would ride in the Coronation 
procession, ahead of King George and Queen Eli- 
zabeth. It became evident that once again the 
House of Windsor's first representative was a Wi- 
dow—Mary, new Widow of Windsor. 


190 midsummer of 1900, the great Victorian era was fast drawing to a close. In the 
centre sits Queen Victoria, the “Widow of Windsor,” who emerged from mourning late in 
life to recapture the affection of her subjects. ‘Three years before this lawn party she was 
accorded the tribute of the Diamond Jubilee (1897). Six months after it she was dead.

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occasions, she had a cold, the “whole life of the palace was upset.” To a large measure it 
was the Queen's tact and common sense that saw England's ruling house through war and 
depression to recovery. Left to right on the balcony are Prince and Princess Arthur of 
Connaught, Queen Maud of Norway, the present King, the Princess Royal (Countess of 
Harewood), King George V, the Earl of Harewood, the Hon. Gerald Lascelles, Princess

the easiest way to avoid or at least to mitigate the 

consequences of sin is to entertain your fellow 
man, Amuse the public, and you can get away with 
almost any crime. Prime example of the great 
American appreciation of criminal talent is the case 
of Huddie Ledbetter, better known as Lead Belly. 
‘Twice imprisoned for murder or attempted murder, 
he has twice strummed and sung his way to guber- 
natorial pardons, is celebrated today as the country’s 
No. 1 Negro minstrel. 

Born in Louisiana swampland some 50 years ago, 
Lead Belly grew up in an atmosphere of violence and 
sexual precociousness to which he early contributed 
more than his share. At 15, he was an illegitimate 
father. Around this time his skill on the guitar made 
him in great demand at local dances. Improvising 
as he sang, he soon became a walking anthology of 
unwritten folk music. His early manhood was spent 
rambling through Texas, doing odd jobs of plowing 
and cotton picking, earning a reputation as a great 
hand with the ladies in communities where such fame 
called for spectacular prowess. 

In December 1917, in a row involving a girl, Lead 
Belly shot another man dead. Sentenced to 30 years 
in a Texas penitentiary, he was pardoned in 1925 b 
Governor Pat M. Neff, who heard him strum and 
sing a petition for pardon. Five years later he got 
into a stabbing affray with a gang of other Negroes, 
was shipped to the Louisiana State Prison farm 
for assault with intent to murder. There, in the 
summer of 1934, John A. Lomax, eminent ballad 
collector who was searching for folk songs to be 
recorded for the Library of Congress, recorded an- 
other petition for a pardon which Lead Belly sang 
to Governor 0. K. Allen. Lomax sent the record to 
musical Governor Allen who promptly pardoned 
the persuasive petitioner. 

Began a peaceful period during which Lead Belly 
drove Lomax around the country, helped him with 
his recording machine. In December 1984, Lomax 
brought him to New York. Money and fame going 
to his head, Lead Belly broke with Lomax early 
in 1995, went back to Louisiana with his new wife, 
Martha Promise. Chastened, poor again after brief, 
sudden affluence, he recently returned to New York, 
is currently singing and playing on the radio, may 
well be on the brink of a new and prosperous period.

Wz Bros., the least chicken-hearted of the 
movie compa 


has turned out another film of 
the type described by the trade as “raw meat.” That 
means that it deals with a sombre theme, frankly 
and brutally, without embellishments of comedy or 
romance. Marked Woman is based on the spectacular 
trial of the New York “Vice Tsar,” Charles Luciano. 
Racketeer Luciano was sent to prison last spring, 
largely on the testimony of prostitutes. In Marked 
Woman, the five girls above are “‘clip-joint” hos- 
tesses, an overlapping but slightly less tawdry pro- 
fession. They are none the less the counterparts of 
such famous characters in the Luciano Case as 
Cokey Flo, Dixie and Jenny the Factory. 

The hostess heroine is Bette Davis, who appears 
at left and right. Bette spent last summer trying to 
get out of her Warner Bros. contract on the grounds 
that the studio would not cast her in sympathetic 
roles. Marked Woman is evidence of her failure. 
Like a good trouper, Miss Davis has given the 
role a capable and wholehearted performance.

The menacing character at the left is an actor named Eduardo Ciannelli who 
plays in Marked Woman the role of Johnny Vanning, the Racket Boss. Vanning 
is the counterpart of Charles Luciano, at one time the No. 1 racketeer of New 
York City. He is flawlessly tailored (Luciano favored morning clothes). He lives 
in a swank penthouse (Luciano had a suite in the Waldorf-Astoria). In the end he 
is sent to prison for 30 to 50 years (Luciano is in Dannemora for the same term). 

“Lucky” Luciano was the heir of Dutch Schultz to some of the most lucrative 
rackets in New York. His own development was vice, which he put on an 
organized, chain-store basis, collecting $10 a week from each of 1,000 prostitutes. 
A shadowy character, known to most of his subordinates only as “The Bos 
Luciano was uncovered by Thomas E. Dewey, New York’s shrewd and energetic 
young rackets investigator. It was Dewey who persuaded the prostitutes and 
their madams to testify, at the risk of their lives, In the movie the prosecutor's 
role, played by Humphrey Bogart, becomes less important than that of the five 
clip-joint hostesses. 

Marked Woman leaves the five hostesses walking off into the night, to resume 
their professions. ‘That is what Mr. Dewey's witnesses presumably did. ‘The 
last heard of them was in March of this year when Cokey Flo and two others 
recanted their testimony, claiming that Mr. Dewey's agents had bribed them. 
Mr. Dewey replied that they are now being intimidated or bribed to recant.

One of the clip-joint’s patrons, who paid his exorbitant bill 
with a rubber check has been “rubbed out” by Vanning. Vanning’s lawyer comes to 
the jail (aboce) to tell Mary to testify as Vanning orders or be rubbed out herself 


Meanwhile Mary allows the District Attorney to think she is turning state’s evidence. 
When the case comes to trial the D. A. (Humphrey Bogart) is counting on her testi- 
mony to send Vanning and his gang to prison. But Mary, anxious to save her skin, 
and outsmart the District Attorney, testifies as Vanning ordered. ‘The case collapses. 


‘Mary's sister Betty, ashamed and disillusioned by the whole affair, takes up with 
gang. In the picture above she is being pawed by one of the Boss's 
friends. When the pawing gets too rough she resists. Vanning orders his “gorillas” 
to “take care of her.” Some time later Betty's body is found floating in the river. 


While Betty is still missing Mary goes to Vanning’s penthouse and threatens to 
give him away to the District Attorney unless her sister is found. ‘The Boss, inter- 
rupted in his massage, warns her not to talk. As Mary leaves, Vanning's chief “gor- 
ila” (left) follows her. He beats her cruelly, slashes a double cross on her cheek. 


‘Mary lives to swear vengeance on Vanning and tell her story to the District Attorney. 
‘The other four girls get up courage to join her and all five are taken into protective 
custody (above). (Notice the bandage on Mary’s cheek. After the Luciano case was 
closed, one of the prostitute witnesses was similarly branded “CL” on the thigh.) 


Once more Mary takes the witness stand, with Vanning’s double cross carved on 
her cheek. ‘This time she is on the level. On the five girls’ testimony Vanning and his 
henchmen are convicted. The successful District Attorney is acclaimed as the next 
Governor. Mary Dwight and her four companions walk slowly off, into a foggy night.

Jat Marquis is known in Glendale, Cal., where he lives, as “the boy with 

the X-Ray eyes.” Pat is 13 years old. He has rosy checks, a pleasant 
face, a large interest in swimming and marbles and the strange power of 
being able to see with hi completely blindfolded. 

If you put a black opaque cloth over Pat’s eyes and tape it tightly 
around the edges with adhesive so that no light can get through the sides, 
Pat can still see as clearly as if his eyes were uncovered. Blindfolded, he 
can play ping-pong or pool, drive a car, read, recognize cards pulled from 
a deck, imitate anyone’s actions, can even fenc 

Reporters, doctors, professors who have tested informally, can detect no 
trickery. ‘To all appearances, Pat can see without his eyes. His mentor is 
Dr. Cecil Reynolds, who holds degrees from the Royal Colleges of Physicians 
and Surgeons in London, is in good medical standing in Los Angeles, He 
discovered Pat's powers three years ago when Pat went into a trance, 
announced that he was an eleventh-century Persian named Napeji. 

When he performs his stunts, Pat always goes into a trance, assumes the 
personality of Napeji. As Napeji he performs all his stun 
read and talk Persian although he has never apparently been 
with anything Persian that might have given him this knowledge.

‘he simplest explanation for Pat’s remarkable “X-Ray eye” stunts would be 

that he and Dr. Reynolds are consummate tricksters, that Pat's eyes are ab- 
normally set in his head so that he can peer under his bandage. Pat has never 
been subjected to rigorous fic tests. ‘The many strict though informal 
tests he has undergone have unearthed no trickery. 

Dr. Reynolds himself has no explanation. He says he does not hypnotize the 
boy, and claims that Pat sees through his forehead. If he covers Pat’s eyes with 
lead foil, Pat sees clearly. But if he puts the same lead foil over Pat’s fore- 
head, Pat cannot see. This suggests to Dr. Reynolds that short-wave rays 
penetrate Pat’s skull, reach a light-sensitive part of the brain. ‘The power to see 
through the mouth and nose has been claimed before by various X-Ray eye 
experts, but never proven.

And the world’s biggest 
source of scrap-iron and steel is the U. S. On this 
and the following pages are some of the forms in 
which it is to be found.

produce steel from a full load of scrap, is 
fed 60% scrap and 40% molten pig iron. 
what is called scrap is the steel industry's own wast- 
age, which is fed back into the furnaces. ‘The rest, 
is the junkman’s business.

up heavy machinery, mash steel cans and oil drums 
into compressed sheet metal, weed out extraneous 
metals which are poison to steel. The dealers then 
sort the scrap into 75 classifications of which the 
six most important are No, 1 and No. 2 Heavy 
Melting Steel, No. 1 and No. 2 Cast-iron serap, 
No. 1 Bundlings (compressed sheets) and Borings 
& Turnings (metal sawdust). They then sell their 
prepared scrap to about 200 big yard dealers who 
further prepare the scrap and sell it to brokers. 
‘The brokers sell it to U. S. steel mills or export it 
to metal-hungry foreign powers. Usually they 
export the inferior grades of serap. 

Unnoticed and unsightly, scrap metal is the savior 
of industrial civilization, Still unmined under the 
carth’s surface are an estimated 800,000,000 tons 
of pig iron in the form of high-grade iron ore 
now worth mining. On top of the earth, in the 
form of scrap, is over a billion tons of finished steel 
which will some day all be scrap. Any hope that 
machine civilization has of perpetuating itself de- 
pends on its ability to use old machines to make 
new ones. A sample of the new ones now being 
made are the British 11-ton tanks shown at the left.
